DISASTER’S MANY HUES : 

There are many shades of meaning associated with 
disaster: calamity, misfortune, damage, adversity, ruin, 
distress, affliction, desolution, blow, catastrophe, mis 
hap, misadventure, setback, wreck, casualties, to cite a 
few of them. 

These various

forms undoubtedly conjure up varying 
idual, although the purist may insist 
upon the fine sense of meaning inherent in each word. 

To Canadian Red Cross Disaster Services, however, 
the term Disaster encompasses all, for the Red Cross 
strives to be there whether the disaster proves to be catas- 
trophic (in its ultimate sense of finality) or to a lesser 
degree of mishap - but wherever there is need. 

In the humanitarian sense there is actually no such 
thing as a minor disaster. 


That which is a major disaster to the individual, when 
he loses all his physical possessions (and parhaps even 
loved ones) in one of the myriad fires which plague the 
community and the nation each and every year, may 
appear as nothing more than another “minor” tragedy in 
the cold, unemotional national statistical tables. 

But to the hapless victim in the community the disas- 
ter is, to say the least, particularly and personally vivid. To 
the Red Cross in the community it is also very real, for the 
Red Cross is an organization of neighbors helping neigh- 
bours. —The Red Cross Society 


March 1, 1911 

This morning a rather serious wreck occurred on 
the G. T. R. yards, two cars being put out of commission. 
“A Post” reporter endeavoured to obtain information con- 
cerning the cause but the men interviewed were as dumb 
as the proverbial oyster. It seems, however, that an 
engine was shunting the box car when it collided with a 
baggage coach with great force. The coach telescoped 
the boxcar and both toppled over leaving their trucks 
on the track. The engine was uninjured but the two cars 
were completely wrecked.

March 1, 1936 

Saul Bernstein, of Haliburton, in a short interview 
with “The Post’’ stated that he was returning to his home 
after having spent a week in Toronto interviewing Queen's 
Park authorities relative to the conditions of the roads in 
Haliburton County. Mr. Berstein presented to the goy- 
ernment a petition signed by many interested parties of 
the north requesting that crushed stone be used to sur- 
face the Minden-Haliburton highway. While this type of 
surface was not promised Mr. Bernstein stated that of- 
ficials assured him that calcium chloride would be used 
on the roads to lay dust as soon as the frost was gone and 
that work would be supplied to a large number of men.

Pilot Max Conrad has landed in Miami to set a record 
for a round-the-world flight in a light plane. The 58-year 
old grandfather landed this morning, eight days and 25- 
thousand miles after he took off. His time cut a full three 
weeks from the previous mark -- 29 days — set by the late 
Peter Gluckmann in 1959. 


WEEKLY MEETING 

President Kennedy will hold his weekly meeting with 
newsmen this afternoon. The conference will be held in 
the state department auditorium. The president’s morn- 
ing will be occupied in reviewing the U-S Economic situ- 
ation with his top fiscal and economic advisers. One item 
expected to come under discussion is a labor department 
report that unemployment reached a 20-year high in Fe- 
bruary. Also this afternoon, Kennedy will meet with 
Ghana president Nkrumah to discuss the Congo situation. 
The president is expected to warn Nkrumah not to try to 
play east against west in Africa. 


WILL NOT RETURN PORT CITIES 

The Congo’s pro-western government has announced 
that it will not return the port cities of Matadi and Banana 
to U-N control. Congolese troops seized the key ports 
last weekend. President Kasavubu’s government Says in 
today’s announcement that it has decided to take control 
of all U-N troops and supply movements within the Congo. 


SETS ENDURANCE RECORD 

The U-S navy says the Polaris Submarine “Patrick 
Henry” has set a world endurance record by remaining 
submerged 66 days and 22 hours. The record from its 
home port in Connecticut to Dunnoon, Scotland, was 12 
hours better that the mark set by the sister ship, “The 
George Washington.” 


TO SPEND THREE DAYS IN OTTAWA 

Prime Minister MacMillan is to spend three days in 
Ottawa next month instead of 24 hours. MacMillan will 
arrive on April 8th and will spend two days discussing 
mutual international problems with Canadian ministers. 
Acting prime minister Howard Green said today that the 
new arrangements were made after London talks between 
Mr. Diefenbaker and MacMillan. 


OPEN ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker and the other Common- 
wealth Leaders open their annual conference today with 
the thorny South African problem temporarily shelved. 
Prime Minister MacMillan secured its postponement until 
the end of the 10-day conference ina Series of private 
talks. More talks scheduled for the weekend may set 
aside formal discussion of South Africa’s apartheid 
policies, 


BREATHING EASIER 

Government experts are breathing easier today as 
the threat of dollar devaluation recedes. Saturday's 
revelation of the West German mark had raised fears that 
other countries might follow suit without United States 
Sanction — a situation which would inevitably affect 
the Canadian dollar. In effect only Holland made 
a marginal revelation, 


WILL DISPEL “GOSSIP MONGERING” 

New Brunswick Premier Louis Robichaud says to- 
night's budget will dispel what he calls “gossip monger- 
ing” that provincial sales tax will be increased to cover 
the province's hospital care plan. He told the Legislature 
yesterday his government will meet expenditure out of 
general revenue. Meanwhile, In Prince Hdward Island, 
provincial treasurer Melvin McQuaid tabled a budget of 
23-million dollars with heavy expenditure on health and 
education.

Editorial 


PRING STILL TO ARRIVE. ..-+> ee 
ean spring still to arrive, the people of this district 
have already been hearing quite a lot about fall fairs and 
Lindsay Central Exhibition in particular. Just last week 
it was announced that the manager of this exhibition - 
Newton G. Wilson- had been elected president of the Class 
A and B Fairs of Ontario. This is both an honour to the 
individual and to the exhibition which he manages, 
one which he has earned by reason of his application to 
the position he holds and one the fair deserves for its 
progressive nature. : 

On his return from the 61st annual convention of the 
Ontario Association of Agriculture Societies at Toronto, 
Mr. Wilson said he was in agreement with Ontario Live- 
stock Commissioner W. P. Watson when he told the con- 
vention: “We must try and encourage higher quality and 
greater efficiency in our livestock efforts and the time is 
fast approaching when performance records are going to 
be a feature in qualifying at the larger fairs, and every so- 
ciety should try and play some part in promoting higher 
qualities. I believe agricultural societies are serving 
a good purpose but some are doing a better job than 
others and as the provincial government supports all so- 
cieties regarding their premiums, this is where we should 
pe taking a good look today.” 

We believe Mr. Wilson will act on the advice of Mr. 
Watson and that a continuing policy of encouraging high 
quality livestock exhibits at Lindsay Central Exhibition 
will be given fresh impetus. After all, this is a rural fair 
and its primary job is to foster interest in agricultural ac- 
tivities. Organizations serving this agricutural area can 
assist in this by sponsoring additional trophies and awards 
of various kinds aimed at bringing out the best in live- 
stock exhibits and tending to veer away from that which 
might encourage this vital part of the fair from following 
the beaten path or even getting in a rut. 


THE IDEA’S CATCHING ON 

The idea of getting rid of restrictive bylaws govern- 
ing various lines of trade seems to be catching on. We 
read with interest the other day that St. Catharines city 
council has decided to lift all restrictions on operating 
hours for service stations in the city. In another news- 
paper it was learned that an Ontario city was considering 
getting rid of a by-law governing the hours of the grocery 
trade, 

Having encouraged Lindsay’s council to dispense 
with the hours-of-sale by-law governing retail gasoline 
outlet in the town, we are naturally pleased to see a grow- 
ing trend towards getting rid of by-laws which restrain 
trade and interfere with a person’s right to earn an 
honest living. 

Removal of restrictive legislation of the nature re- 
ferred to herein doesn’t really interfere with the oper- 
ator who wishes and can afford to keep regular hours. It 
merely permits the business person who wishes to work 
longer to do so. 

We have advocated before, and we do so again, that 
Lindsay’s council take a close look at many of its present 
local bylaws as they apply in a restrictive manner to trade 
within the town. It is possible the council might see fit to 
dispense with several more of them in the interests of 
leaving business people free to make the town look more 
alive than dead. 


AN INIQUITOUS BILL 

The’ Ontario government has yielded to another 
pressure group in the passage of a bill which permits 
the fluoridation of municipal water supplies without 
referring the matter to the electorate. The govern- 
ment made one slight concession in that it provides that 
a yote become mandatory if 10 per cent of the people 
eligible to cast ballots for the offices of mayor and 
reeve petition the municipal council. In Lindsay’s case 
this would mean that roughly 1,100 names would have 
to be secured on such a petition. How many could 
spare the time to carry out such a sizeable petition 


campaign? 
This bill can only be termed “high-handed” and 
“iniquitous” — another classic example of how a too- 


~ powerful government (one without strong opposition) 
can railroad through almost any legislation it chooses. 
It further exemplifies the existing total disregard for 
local autonomy, something which this paper has con- 
tinually pointed out. 

We are not arguing the case for or against fluori- 
dation from the standpoint of its yalue in the prevention 
of tooth decay. Our concern is with the fact that a gov- 
ernment has become so autocratic as to usurp not only 
the rights of the individual to determine whether or not 
he wishes to use sodium fluoride to save his teeth, but 
to virtually declare that entire communities of people 
must be subjected to the whims of a handful of elected 
representatives in this matter. 

Any suggestion that a fluoridation bylaw be drafted 
in Lindsay should be met with vigorous opposition and 
the public should insist that the issue be put to a vote 
of the people. It’s time our representatives in the Ont- 
ario legislature came to understand that we resent be- 
ing deprived of the right to govern ourselves on purely 
local matters. 

The “10 per cent’ petition concession so gener- 
ously allowed by government is really a token gesture 
so that it cannot be accused of outright dictatorship.

HURRY UP AND WAIT 

Two unrelated news items last week sum Up, 
between them, a great deal of the present era. 

One was a report by the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization. It noted that in 1960 the average 
speed of all civil air transports were 219 miles per hour 
while jet liners were able to cross the Atlantic in five 
hours. 

The other was an account of a business correspon- 
dence between a Toronto firm and a Soviet trade 
agency in Moscow. One letter sent by the Canadian 
firm arrived in Moscow a month after it was mailed. 
That is probably longer than it would have taken 50 
years ago.

This 
is especially true if Governments are involved in any 
way. The jets may flash from shore to shore in five 
hours, but as far as bureaucracy is concerned, the 
wheel has yet to be invented. —The Globe and Mail 


ARE SEAT BELTS THE WHOLE ANSWER 

A New York state delegation, during the past week, 
urged upon the automobile industry to install safety seat 
belts in cars. This move has been recommended from 
different sources in the past, but neither the automobile 
manufacturers nor the driving public has shown any very 
great enthusiasm for the idea. 

It is apparent that properly made and fitted safety 
belts would save many deaths and serious injuries from 
automobile accidents; hence it hardly makes sense that 
the should be so much lassitude on the question, It is 
pointed out that statistics have shown that belt equipped 
cars have greatly reduced the risk of serious accidents 
in the case of collision, 

There is just one little thought on the question. 
Would the more or less general use of safety belts tend to 
increase the incidence of accidents? The thought of the 
protection accorded by the safety belt might conceivably 
have the effect of making a certain type of driver a little 
bit less careful in his management of the car than he 
might otherwise be. —tThe Financial Times 


BILL C-67 ‘

Under the previous rates, a married 100% pensioner 
with a wife and two children received $2,820 per year or 
$235 per month. Under the new rates, a married 100% 
pensioner with two children receives $3,444 per year, or 
$287 per month. 

50% pensions and lower are equivalent to that per- 
centage of full pension. 

At previous rates, a 50% married pensioner with 
two children received $1,410 per year or $117.50 per 
month. At new rates he will receive $1,722 per year or 
$143.50 per month. 

Pension for one orphan child is increased from $480 
per year to $648 per year. In the case of two orphaned 
children, the increase is from $840 to $1,128 per year, and 
this may now be divided equally between them or paid to 
each in whatever proportion is best. 

At the previous rates, a widow with two children re- 
ceived $2,220 per year or $185 per month. At the new 
rates she will receive $2,784 per year or $232 per month, 

The previous maximum rate for dependant parents 
was $1,080 per year for one parent, and $1,380 for two. 
The new rate will provide $1,296 per year for one parent, 
and $1,596 for two. 

In addition, the Bill provides the following changes in 
the Pension Act: 

1. Pension on behalf of dependent children will be 
continued to the end of the month in which the child 
reaches 16 or 17 as the case may be, instead of being dis- 
continued the day following the child’s birthday, as is the 
case at present. 

2. When a widow dies, her pension and that of the 
children may now be continued and paid to any person 
who is competent to assume and has assumed the care of 
the children. Under the old legislation, it could only be 
continued to a daughter, 

3. The Act has been amended to grant the same pro- 
visions to pensioners as are available to War Veterans Al- 
lowance recipients under Section 30 (11) (b) of the War 
Veterans Allowance Act. 

4. Last illness and burla. expenses may he increased 
to the same maximum amounts as those available under 
the Veterans Burial Regulations. 

5. Canadians who served with the Allied Forces and 
have had their pensions supplemented to Canadian rates 
under the terms of the Act they may now receive such 
supplementary pension no matter where they may choose 
to live in the world. In addition, Canadians who have 
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such service, and who have had a claim for pension rejec- 
ted by the Government of the country in whose forces 
they served, may apply direct to the Canadian Pension 
Commission for consiceration of their claim under the 
terms of the Pension Act, and if the claim is allowed, will 
receive pension at Canadian rates irrespective of the coun- 
try in which they reside,

Funeral services were held 
in the Platten Funeral Home, 
Fenelon Falls, for the late 
George Edward Cayana; Burnt 
River's oldest citizen, follow- 
ing his death in Toronto, after 
a short illness, at the age of 
88. 


He was born in Canada, in 
1873; the second youngest son 
of the late William and Ellen 
Cavana, a pioneer family, who 
emigrated to Canada from 
Ireland in 1871. As a boy, he 
did not enjoy good health, and 
one occasion, he was a patient| 
in the old Toronto General Hos- 
pital, on Gerrad St, about! 
1895.- On regaining his health 
he was endowed with outstand- 
ing physical strength, which 
was beneficial to him espec- 
jally while employed as a lum- 
berman, for many of Ontario’s 
leading lumber firms. In 
September 1902 he married 
the former Margurite Hughes, 
of Furnace Falls, and moved 
with his bride, in a wagon, to 
their farm lot 8, con. 8, Som- 
erville, where he lived until 
his death. When they moved 
to the farm, there were people 
living on every farm between 
theirs and the village of Burnt 
River; one by one, they passed 
on, or moved away, until with 
his passing. went the last resi- 
dent of thac area. He perhaps 
attained his major years from 
a strain of longevity enjoyed 
by his ancestors; his father! 
having died in 1902 at 95, and 
his mother in 1896. 


He is survived by two daugh- 
ters and three sons, and one 
brother Allan J., also born in 
Canada in 1875.

FOOD FADS 
AND FALLACIES 
—Blue Print for Health 
Fallacious beliefs concerning 
foods and their usefulness to 
the body may influence eating 
habits in ways that may be 
harmful to health. 

A survey made by a com- 
mittee of the American Diet- 
etic Association indicated the 
following to be among the 
more commonly observed diet- 
ary mis-conceptions. 

That fruits, especially citrus 
and tomatoe, are too acid to 
be handled by the body. The 
acids in fruits are organic 
acids. With but few excep- 
tions after absorption, they 
are oxidized to carbon dioxide 
and water, both of which com- 
pounds are readily eliminated. 
The inorganic residue remain- 
ing, after oxidation of the or- 
ganic portion, is basic (alka- 
line) in reaction. Fruits aie 
base-forming with the few ex- 
ceptions of prunes, plums, and 
cranberries. 

That garlic cures high 
blood pressure. There is no 
evidence to indicate that gar- 
lic possesses either remedial 
or curative properties for ele- 
vated blood pressure. 

That beets build blood. 
Beets are not a good source of 
the nutrients recognized to be 
essential in blood formation. 
Protein and iron are the chief 
blood building consituents. 
Copper also is essential for 
the formation of hemoglobin.} 
Vitamins that function in the 
maintenance of a normal 
blood picture include folacin; 
and vitamin B12. 

That the following combin- 
ations of foods are poisonous: 
milk, and orange juice or 
other citrus fruit; milk and 
fish. The belief is entirely er- 
roneous. Such food combin-} 
ations are eaten daily by many] 
with no ill effects. 

That a good way to diet is to 
skip breakfast. Ommission of 
breakfast results in lowered 
physical efficiency. Ommit-| 
ting some food at each of the 
regular mealtimes is a better 
plan than skipping some 
meals. 

That honey is not fattening. 
No particular food is fatten-| 
ing. Calories consumed in ex-| 
cess of need are deposited as) 
fat. A cup of strained honey 
(338 gm) is higher in caloric 
value than a cup of sugar 
(200 gm), 992 and 770 calories, 
respectively. 

That meat gives you 
strength. Meat does have a; 
high satiety value. The ex-| 
tractives give a flavor that is! 
enjoyed, and the protein is ef-’ 
fective in delaying the inset of; 
hungar sensations. 

That vegetable fats and oils 
can be used in any quantify 
and are not fattening. Vege- 
table fats and oils are high mn| 
caloric yalue, and are compti-| 
table to animal fats. 

That adults need no milk.! 
Without milk or a milk pro- 
duct in the diet, it is difficult 
to supply the recommended} 
calcium allowance of adults. 
In addition dairy products pro- 
vide in significant amounts 
protein of high quality, phos- 
phorus, vitamin A, and ribo- 
flavin, 

That skim milk has little nu- 
tritive value. Skim milk is 
the butter- 
fat removed. It remains a su- 
perior food, even though low 
in fat and vitamin A content. 

PRUNING IN SPRING 


HAS MANY ADVANTAGES | 


Although the art of pruning 


trees and shrubs is considered), . 


by many to be a year-round 
job, deciduous trees, vines and 
certain types of shrubs will 
benefit greatly if they are 
pruned in the early spring. Ac- 
cording to Horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture, early spring means 
the dormant period just be- 


| of liver, which may be prepar- 


Pruning at this time has se- 
veral advantages, Pruning: 
wounds heal more quickly in 
the spring, thereby lessening 
dangers of disease and _ in- 
sect infestation. It’s easier to 
cut the shape you want when 
there are no leaves to obstruct 
the framework of the plant. 
There is less likelihood of bark 
damage, especially to larger 
trees, when pruning is done in 
the spring. 

While good for many plants, 
early spring pruning should 
not apply to spring-flowering 
shrubs, as prospective blooms 
may be lost. Wait until the 
flowering period is over, then 
prune, It also pays to wait 
awhile before pruning trees 
that “bleed” excessively. This 
“bleeding” or flow of sap is 
especially heavy with trees 
such as maple, birch and wal- 
nut. Though the loss of sap 
may be great in many cases, 
the only real cause for alarm 
is the messy condition that re- 
sults. 


HOW CAN |??? 

Q. How can I utilize orange 
peelings? 

A. Scald the peelings and 
dry thoroughly. Use a coarse 
grinder for grinding, and keep 
in a tightly covered jar in the 
refrigerator between usings. 
Their use will give an excel- 
lent flavor to cakes or pud- 
dings. 

Q. How can I bring shrun- 
ken woollens back to their nor- 
mal size? 

A. Rinse in fresh soapsuds, 
instead of clear water, after 
washing. Repeat each time 
the garment is washed until 
the correct size is obtained. 

Q. How canI treat furni- 
ture scratches. 

A. When the furniture has 
become scratched, rub sweet 
oil into the scratches, using 
the finger tip. Then polish 
with a soft cloth.

ESSENTIAL NUTRIENTS 

Liver is tender, although 
beef liver is not as tender as 
other types. 
Beef, pork, calf, lamb livers are 
all rich in essential nutrients 
but pork liver contains a great- 
er amount of iron. Good 
food rules stress frequent use 


ed in many different ways, ad- 
vises the Food and Nutrition 
Department of Macdonald In- 
stitute, Guelph. 

One pound of liver will 
serve 4 to 6 people. Have 
calf or lamb liver sliced 1% - 34 
of an inch thick for broiling. 
Dip it in melted butter or mar- 
inate in well-seasoned French 
dressing made with 1 part vin- 
egar to 2 parts oil. About 3 
minutes per side cooking time 
under the broiler is required. 

LIVER LOAF FOR FOUR 

Simmer 1 pound of bee#, 
pork, or lamb liver in 1 cup 
boiling water for 10 minutes. 
Drain. Grind liver and 1 me- 
dium onion in a food chopper. 
Add 1 cup bread crumbs, 1 
slightly beaten egg, water in 
which the liver was simmered, 
‘A cup parsley, salt and pepper 
to taste. Mix well. 

CREOLE SAUCE 

Brown 2 tablespoons minc- 
ed onion and 4 tablespoons 
{minced green pepper in 2 
|tablespoons butter. Add 3 
| tablespoons flour and mix un- 
til smooth. Add salt and pap-

Next there was the arrival of a father and his three 
sons at their new home - not new in the sense that it was 
“brand new” but new to them their first home in 
Lindsay and, in fact, Canada-a refuge in a troubled 
world where, for the first time in many years, they may 
feel a sense of security, rest from being moved from pillar 
to post as refugees from their native land - Yugoslavia. 
The mother of the family wasn’t able to complete the trip 
to Lindsay with them because she required medical treat- 
ment of a specialized nature. There has been a lot of dis- 
cussion concerning the bringing to Lindsay of a refugee 
family when there is already considerable unemployment 
in the district but..... and this is merely the reaction of 
one individual seeing those three tired but happy 


goodwill towards them. In fact it went further than that - 
it was a feeling of compassion, a desire to help make 
these people from another land feel welcome. Perhaps it 
was more than that..... - affection, if you like, for four 
other human beings.

STOP KILLING YOURSELF 
ANTICOAGULATION DRUGS 

Many readers are mixed up 
about whether or not to take 
blood thinners for months 
after a coronary attack. They 
wonder if it is worth all the 
trouble and expense of going 
to the doctor’s office once or 
twice a week for blood tests. 

Well, the evidence that is 
slowly piling up certainly 
seems to indicate that the one 
who will patiently take these 
treatments and tests has a bet- 
ter chance of surviving. 

25 years ago, we were not 
interested in the thickness or 
thinness of the patient’s blood. 
we gave him something to con- 
trol the severe pain, also oxy- 
gen and various stimulants. 
Then we waited and hoped for 
the best, keeping him a bed 
prisoner for two or three 
months. f 

Times have changed. As 
soon as the diagnosis of a cor- 
onary thrombosis has been 
made, an estimate of the pa- 
tient’s “prothrombin time” is 
made. Then we give dicumar- 
ol or heparin to thin the blood 
to prevent complications and 
recurrent attacks. 


When first used, daily blood. 
tests were taken and _ thiis 
medicine given for only a few 
weeks. We stopped the pro- 
cedure when the patient seem- 
ed to be out of danger. 

Once your doctor sizes up 
the situation, you have to see 
him only once or twice a 
month for prothrombin tests. 
How much dicumarol or Cou- 
marin you need will depend 
upon your blood readings. 

Not only have the blood 
thinners been helpful in treat- 
ling actual coronary throin- 
bosis, newer studies show 
that taking them regularly if 
you are an angina patient, will 
often prevent you from com- 
ing down with an attack of 
thrombosis. At least, it will 
defer it. 

Some doctors are not yet 
convinced that blood thinners 
should be used in every coron- 
ary patient, but others use 
them routinely. There is a 
larger group who treat coron- 
ary thrombisis and angina pec- 
toris as a special problem each 
time they see a new case. They 
don’t believe in wholesale 
treatment. They tailor the 
treatment for each new pa- 
tient. 
| I think this is the best way. 
Some patients are endangered 
when they take blood thin- 
ners. They may have bleed- 
ing tendencies or a stomach 
ulcer which contraindicates 
such treatment. 

Each patient's treatment 
must be chosen by his own 
doctor, who knows all of the 
ifs and buts,

mill rate objective. In its desire to keep the mill rate as 
Jow as possible and thus make a good showing in the eyes 
of the ratepayers, council evidently thinks the move is 
practical. But is it really looking ahead...--. Is it a far- 
sighted course of action? 

Here are some of the things the town’s people may 
wish to bear in mind when considering this matter. 

Increasing motor traffic is demanding that towns and 
cities across the country give you more consideration to 
providing adequate parking acocmodation. -. » It is parti- 
cularly essential to those communities which hope to keep 
their main business sections alive, Lindsay is weak in 
this respect. 

Police Chief John Hunter has recommended to 
council that revenue from parking meters be used to 
create more off-street, free parking lots so that the street 
meters will be readily available to people whose stops are 
of short duration - a quick shopping expedition, a brief 
business call, etc. Such an arrangement would be of 
immense assistance to passers-through and would help 
eliminate the provoking problem of double parking which 
still persists in Lindsay. 

The $35,000 which council wishes to transfer to the 
general account from the parking meter fund would go a 
long way toward providing extra and free parking. 

Provincial legislation states that revenue from park- 
ing meters will be turned back into the development of 
parking facilities and to finance their cost. Council is 
making the applications for transfer under an “out” pro- 
vided in the act, which was probably originally intended 
for municipalities which already had adequate parking 
space. 

Granted, the mill rate is a problem, and so is park- 
ing, but is it wise to solve one problem by letting another 
get worse? Could we have some comments from our 
readers on this matter?

UP SHE GOES AGAIN! 

The cost of living in Canada, already exorbitantly 
high, is about to receive another shove upwards. It will 
come to pass on September Ist of this year when Ontario's 
three per cent sales tax comes into effect. This is a very 
interesting development coming, as it does, on the heels 
of so much talk about “belt-tightening”. It is a choice 
morsel of inconsistency when viewed in this respect 
because while the government of Ontario talks about “belt 
tightening” it obviously has no intention of practising 
what it preaches....- that will be left to the people and 
there is not the slightest doubt in the world but what they 
are going to have to tighten their belts considerably in or- 
der to meet the increasing tax demands being made on 
them. 

One fact emerges as a result of this latest develop- 
ment....- The Ontario government ,like its counterpart 
in Ottawa, is able to find plenty of excuses for impos- 
ing taxes but it has yet to show the people it is genuinely 
interested in finding ways and means of cutting its ex- 
penses and thus eliminate the need for raising more 
money. Until governments arrive at that point, they can 
hardly expect the people to graciously accept what they 
believe to be unfair taxation to support extravagance. 

We believe the three per cent sales tax will work 
a definite hardship on the consumer and the retailer and 
if this comes to pass, it is a foregone conclusion that it 
will be reflected at the manufacturer’s level. Can our 
economy stand anything which will tend to depress it 
further? 


A LETTER THAT SAYS SOMETHING 
MANY PEOPLE ARE THINKING... 

There’s a letter in this morning’s issue of The Globe 
and Mail which says some things a lot of people are prob- 
ably thinking but are reluctant to put on paper. If we 
had more people with the courage of this man who is not 
afraid to say what he thinks, we might bring about some 
much needed reforms in the administration of our affairs 
at the provincial and federal government level. 

Without further comment we reproduce this outspok- 
en writer’s letter in the hope that it may encourage others 
to speak out on this subject: 

ONTARIO SALES TAX 

No Jess an authority than Mr. J. M. Wilson, former 
vice-president of sales for the National Cash Register Co. 
(U. S.) says that the selling efforts of each individual sales- 
man provides jobs for 33 others, and through them the 
essentials, etc., for some 132 dependents. Therefore, 
when our Provincial Government gets the salesman mad, 
it’s in trouble—and here is one sales type who is mad. 

I don’t fight the 3 per cent sales tax as necessary to 
meet obligations, but I object strenuously to the mounting 
obligations, Provincially assumed, that make it necessary. 

Why does the Province have to subsidize local school 
boards for an extra $5 per pupil? Our local board is spend- 
ing almost 60 per cent of my municipal high tax bill now. 
Perhaps they need Cadillac school buses so that our child- 
ren, (I have three, two in school) won’t feel underprivi- 
leged. I heard of one case of an unexceptional teacher 
who was appointed principal of a junior high school, at a 
salary of over $11,000—and he had the crust to complain 
to his board of education that this figure was below the 
standard rate for vice-principals in that area. 

I see too, that the announced Provincial contribution, 
to meet rising hospital insurance costs, is no mean figure. 
Who's to get this? My wife is a graduate nurse, helps out 
occasionally at a Toronto hospital. Por an eight-hour 
shift she gets $13.50, out of which she pays transportation, 
meal and uniform maintenance and replacement costs. It’s 
almost a labor of love to spell off the regular nurses. 
Perhaps the doctors need more. I see that they’ve dropped 
behind the lawyers in the race to be that top-earning 
group in the country. Or are the individual citizen free- 
loaders becoming bolder and more numerous?

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WHAT IS A CONSERVATION AUTHORITY? 

People in Lindsay have been hearing a good deal 
about “conservation authorities” lately and will be 
hearing still more about them in the future. Most 
recent reference to the term has to do with two pro- 
jected steam-locomotive-drawn passenger train ex- 
cursions from Toronto to Lindsay — Both are spon- 
sored by conservation authorities.

NOT BEFORE IT WASTIME.. -

for certain charity organizations and the cost of adminis- 
tering them. It is a well known fact that vast sums are 
spent, especially in larger centres, to wage some of these 
campaigns and proportionately large amounts of money 
are required to pay the personnel who work for these 
charity groups. The pointing of the proverbial finger in 
this direction has come not before it was time. 

We believe the finger might move in another direction 
within the same realm and to the benefit of the public 
generally, It might well be pointed at those participating 
groups which are by no means of a ‘charitable’ nature 
put which drain off funds given to relieve human suf- 
fering. 

To illustrate what we mean in this connection, we 
call attention to the “Matters of Interest” column today 
and note (paragraph 2) the Health League of Canada 
allegedly derived $75,000 in 1957 from the United Appeal 
in Toronto. The only charitable activity we have noted in 
connection with the Health League is the free propaganda 
which it disseminates...-.. It is a contradiction in itself 
because there are both provincial and federal depart- 
ments of health which should be able to deal competently 
with health matters and they are already supported by 
taxpayers dollars. 

“Not before it was time” applies very well to the fact 
that the public has decided to question the real nature of 
some so-called charitable organizations,

PROPAGANDA FROM THE HEALTH LEAGUE 

What really interests us is the status of Dr. Bates and 
his Health League of Canada. Dr. Bates thinks we should 
not refer to the League as ‘‘a citizens” pressure group ad- 
yocating compulsory fluoridation of civic water supplies . 
_..” But he does not then deny either of these state- 
ments. He does not say, “We are not a citizen’s pressure 
group and we do not advocate compulsory fluoridation.” 
Instead, he accuses us of having “misled” our readers and 
then goes on to tell us why he fayours fluoridation. So, 
from this we are entitled to conclude that The Health 
League of Canada is “a citizens’ pressure group” and that 
it does advocate, among other things, “compulsory fluori- 
dation of civic water supplies”. And for thus confirming 
our suspicions we thank Dr. Bates sincerely. 

We happen to know that The Health League of 
Canada receives substantial support from both the On- 
tario and the Dominion Governments. Official figures 
from the Department of National Health and Welfare 
show that during the fiscal years 1953-54 to 1957-58 in- 
clusive the League got $10,000 a year. This was increased 
to $15,000 a year beginning with the fiscal year 1958-59 
and remains at that figure. From the Ontario Government 
the League gets a grant each year of $2,500. In addition, 
from the United Appeal in Toronto this group got $75,000 
in 1957 and every year since then. According to the pub- 
lished United Appeal list, the League exists for the 
purposes of “Public health, education, prevention of dis- 
eases.” 


In addition, we might point out that the name of 
Hon. J. Waldo Monteith, Minister of National Health and 
Welfare of the Dominion Government, appears on the 
letterhead of the League as “Honorary President.” We 
want to know why public funds should go to this organiz- 
ation and why the Department of Health and Welfare sup- 
ports the League, especially when we understand that 
the Department refused to let its own professional staff 
testify at the recent hearings of the Ontario Fluoridation 
Investigating Committee. If the Department doesn’t

The Association presents commercial colleges 
throughout Canada, including the Oshawa Business Col- 
lege at 10 Simcoe Street, North and an affiliated branch 
College located at 106 Kent Street West in Lindsay 
poth of which are owned and operated by M. ©. Barnett 
of Oshawa, Mr. Barnett was National President of the 
Canadian Business Schools Association for two terms in 
1955-56 and 1956-57. Both Colleges are fully accredited 
Members of the Association. 

The President of the C.B.S.A,, Mrs. Genevieve Ma- 
thoney of Windsor, Ontario, noted the large majority of 
unemployed in Canada without skills.

It may console some to know that they can keep So- 
clalism from becoming Communism by simply bowing, 
without resistance, to the programs of government, That 
is the consolation of slaves who know they will never feel 
the master’s whip as long as they obey.

65 per cent “terylene”, 35 
per cent cotton, a versatile 
blend already popular in Can- 
ada for a wide range of gar 
ments, is one of the fabrics 
now used for rainwear. Gar- 
ments retain all the wrinkle 
resistant qualities of the fabric 
and keep fresh looking 
through the most trying cir- 
cumstances in town or coun- 
try. Theyre comfortable to 
wear too as the modern meth- 
od of making them rainproof 
by treating the material with 
silicones allows ventilation. 

Actually the history of rain- 
wear goes back more than 150 
years ago before the days of 
the macintosh. 

“Have you got your mac, 
dear?” is still a favorite ex- 
pression of British wives and 
mothers, anxious that the men 
should be protected against 
the elements. Occasionally, 
school teachers will properly 
refer to the garment as a mac- 
intosh, and will eagerly point 
out that the name came from 
Charles Macintosh, inventor 
of the waterproof. 

The school teachers are not 
strictly accurate. It’s widely 
believed that the Glasgow 
born chemist did invent this 
useful garment, but he only 
patented his method of rub- 
berizing cloth in 1823. Before 
him (if we disregard the natur- 
ally waterproof skins worn by 
prehistoric man) there were 
other methods of treating 
cloth to make it keep water 
out. In 1791, Samuel Peal 
patented a way of making 
india rubber cloth, And after 
him many chemists during the 
19th century took out patents 
for treating cloth to make it 
impervious to rain. Cotton 
fabrics, for example, were 
treated with boiled linseed oil 
to form the popular oilskins. 

The chemist had solved two 
problems — how to make fab- 
ric both water repellent and 
comfortable to wear. More re- 
cently he added a bonus by 
developing a terylene/cotton 
fabric that is also easy to 
care for.

LOW BLOOD PRESSURE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
blood pressure is 100/60. Dur- 
ing pregnancy, it was about 
110/70. Are there any drugs 
which increase blood pressure 
and general vitality, as I’m 
now 38.—Mrs, Z., California. 

Answer: Be thankful you 
have normal blood pressure. I 
have known atheletes whose 
systolic pressure rarely got 
above 90, and you'd never 
question their vitality. Norman 
blood pressure isn’t 100 plus 
age. 


I know of no drugs that will 
keep so-called low blood pres- 
sure constantly up. Think of 
the people with high blood 
presure who would gladly trade 
places with you. 


SPASM OF OESOPHAGUS 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
causes a spasm of the oeso- 
phagus? Sometimes I have dif- 
ficulty in swallowing for days 
at a time.—Mrs. B., Michigan. 
Answer: You should under- 
go X-ray and other necessary 
examinations of the oesophag- 
us and the stomach itself to 
rule out something like a 
growth that may interfere with| 
the passage of food. 


However, when nothing ser- 
ious is discovered, the usual 
cause is anxiety. Symptoms} 
disappear when nervousness is 
overcome.

“The worst thing you can| 


do,” replied Dr. Pratten, “Is to 
pretend you are something 
you know you are not.’ He 
explained this further by say- 
ing that when you wake up in 
the morning, it is bad to try to| 
convince yourself that you are) 


alright, when you know deep | 


down inside that you are not. 


He said the worst enemies’

mental health are 
fear of things, and the inabil- 


| ity to express feelings. 
He suggested several things | 


which might be of use to the 
‘average individual for good 
mental health. 

“Don’t be too serious and 
over concerned about life.” He 
stressed the need of a sense of 
{humor and the ability to 
“Jaugh at yourself.” 

“Live in the present.’ he 
said, “Not the past or the fu- 
ture.” ‘Relax, and minimize 
the stresses and strains of 
life.’ He acknowledged that 
life was full of stresses and 
strains, and it is important to 
be able to mmimize and over- 
come these.

THE NEW VOLKSWAGEN 

An entirely new Volkswagen model has been an- 
nounced by the manufacturers in Wolfsburg in Lower 
Saxony. The new car, which is to have a 1,500 cc. 
engine, will be on show for the first time at the Frank- 
furt International Automobile Exhibition im September 
and will then go into mass production. 

According to press reports, the power unit, which 
has four cylinders, is air-cooled and integral with the 
gearbox and transmission. Although it is mounted at 
the rear of the car—as in the present model—there 
will also be space at the back for luggage. The new car, 
it is reported will seat five passengers and be capable 
of speeds of more than 80 m.p.h. It will be available 
both as a sedan and as a station wagon: The esti- 
mated cost? About DM (Deutsche Mark) 6,400 in 
West Germany or about $1,600 in Canadian money. 

It is emphasized by the Volkswagen company that 
its present model, of which no less than 4 million have 
been produced, will continue to be made. The com- 
pany states that about 25 per sent of productive capa-~ 
city at the Wolfburg works will be devoted to the new 
enterprise. 

Opinions about the sales prospects for the new 
Volkswagen are divided. Press commentators think, 
on the one hand, that it is assured of good market

DISCOLOURATION 

When eggs are cooked in the 


shell, a greenish-black dis- 
colouration sometimes ap- 
pears on the surface of the 
yolk. This is the result of the 
formation of ferrous sulfide, 
according to the Pood and Nu- 
trition Department, Macdon- 
ald Institute, Guelph, The 
substance is harmless, how- 
ever, and affects only the ap- 
pearance of the egg. 
The amount of discolouration 
depends on the time and tem- 
perature used in cooking. 


Eggs cooked for 30 minutes in| 


water at 185 degrees to 195 
degrees F., followed by rapid 
cooling in cold water, should 
show little discolouration.

Frank Selke, 
general-manager of the Cana- 
diens said in the Montreal 
dressing room. 

“Those guys should play the 
game with tomahawks,” chip- 
ped in coach Toe Blake, who is 
shooting for his sixth straight 
world championship. “I’m sure 
not to go over and congratulate 
Pilous on a good game.”

THERE'S A LOT OF IT AROUND 

Lindsay’s reeve has labelled all the current talk about 
helt-tightening “political eyewash”... + unless something 
is done by governments to practise what they preach, It's 
an apt term and one that is not without basis in fact. We 
have seen very little real effort on the part of govern- 


ments to tighten their pelts when it comes to wasteful 


spending. 

One excellent example of what we mean is to he 
found in any editorial office any day of the week - volumes 
of printed material put out by Various government agen: 
cies which are wasteful expenditures of the taxpayers 
money. Practically every government department at the 
provincial and federal level has a publication of some sort 
which is either strictly an internal periodical or 1s distri- 
puted outside the department affected to record what it is 
doing. These things cost money to produce, and lots of it. 
With all the media for disseminating news on the market 
today, we can see no need for governments getting into 
the pusiness except, perhaps, for ordinary news releases 
on developments and these ona limited scale. As a 
matter of fact, most of the news which appears in these 
departmental publications is stale by the time it is placed 
in circulation. 


The tendency to be extravagant with public funds is 
noted even at lower levels of government. Victoria 
County Council last week decided to buy a car and some 
member made an observation to the effect that it wouldn't 
be fitting for county representatives to be driving around 
in a low priced yehicle. This probably won't go down so 
good with the people who pay taxes into the county and 
who either own no car or can barely afford the one they 
have. Why should a county councillor warrant more 
consideration transportation-wise than his constituents 
unless he is paying for it himself? 

These, of course, are only isolated illustrations of the 
Jack of “belt-tightening” at government levels... . - It 
wouldn't be difficult to dig up a lot more glaring examples 
of wastefulness. And, until governments practice belt- 
tightening, the taxpaying public cannot be blamed for 
regarding talk about it as “political eyewash” . There's a 
lot of it floating around these days. 


A WELCOME FOR ONE OF THE LAST 
OF THE STEAM LOCOMOTIVE TRAINS 

Lindsay’s Council is working on plans to welcome 
passengers aboard one of the last passenger trains to 
be hauled into Lindsay by a steam locomotive early in 
May. There is expected to be between 700 and 1,000 
people aboard the train, one of the largest single con- 
tingents of railway travellers ever to arrive in Lindsay. 
at one time. Surely this calls for a real welcome. 

A number of suggestions for welcoming the 
visitors have been advanced since the trip has been 
officially declared “on”... Among these are the follow- 
ing: 

(1) Have the train discharge its passengers at 
Victoria Park rather than the CNR depot because it 
would make it easier for them to visit the main points 
of interest 

(2) Have a local caterer set up a coffee stand at 
the park to refresh the guests a8 a goodwill gesture 
on the town’s part. 

(3) Place a couple of buses at the disposal of the 
travellers for the benefit of those who would like to 
tour the town. 

(4) Install an electric organ at the bandshell 
and have a real old-time sing-song for those who enjoy 
such things. 

(5) Have both the Lindsay Kinsmen Band and 
Kiwanis Kayaliers serenade the train on its arrival. 

(6) Keep speeches to a minimum. . . perhaps 
two — one a message of welcome from the mayor and 
another from a veteran railroader. 

(7) Arrange to give each visitor a token souvenir 
of the town. 

Perhaps there are other suggestions which readers 
would like to advance ., .. If there are, send them to 
Councillor M. DeGroat, chairman of the town’s com- 
mittee to explore welcoming arrangements. 


WHAT IT STANDS FOR.... 

From time to time readers of The Lindsay Daily Post 
and The Thursday Post (our weekly publication) see re- 
ference made fo circulation figures as endorsed by ABC 
audit. The following foreword from the 1961 edition of 
ABC in Canada explains the aims of Audit Bureau of Cir- 
culations: 

“The Audit Bureau of Circulations was organized in 
1914 by buyers and sellers of advertising space for the 
purpose of helping publishers to sell advertising space 
and of helping advertisers and advertising agencies to buy 
advertising space. 

“The objectives of the founders of the Bureau were 
to define and provide standards of definition for paid cir- 
culations, establish uniform methods of auditing paid cir- 
culations and an organization to furnish accurate reports 
of publication circulation, the lack of which had threaten- 
ed to wreck the whole structure of advertising. 

"For forty-seven years the advertisers, advertising 
agencies and publishers who make up the Audit Bureau of 
Circulations have worked together effectively in this 
great co-operative enterprise. The’ Bureau is the out- 
standing example of a successful operation of self-govern- 
ment in industry. Its success is due to the unity of 
objectives and practices of all interests within the indus- 
try. Throughout the years its insignia, A. B. C., has stood 
as the hallmark of circulation value, a dependable guide 
in the selection and use of print media.” 


“DISCRIMINATION TAX’? 

The Ontario government has taken action to silence 
such opponents of its forthcoming 3 per cent sales tax 
as Mayor Mathan Phillips of Toronto and others who were 
bent on fighting the legaislation. In a sense it has contra- 
vened its own anti-discrimination legislation by pouring 
some oil on troubled municipal waters in the form of sales 
tax exemptions. Of course, the government will probably 
choose to consider its action in some other light but the

THE RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE 
By Dr. W. Schwartz in the Globe and Mail 
The recent report of the Ontario Fluoridation 
Investigating Committee dealt with both the legal and 
the physiological side of the matter. In discussing the 
latter, the report uncritically accepted what @ U.S, In- 
stitution’s “detailed review of the literature” on fluori-

dation “revealed”. The so-called “scientific” litera- 
ture in this field, however, is at best the literature, of 
medicine and biology—no exact sciences, alas, as 
everybody knows who wants to get rid quickly of a 
cold, not to mention the problems of virus diseases or 
cancer, ‘The enumeration in the report of certain dis- 
eases and disorders to which the long-term ingestion of 
fluoride in small doses is allegedly not related, can only 
be called naive’ What about diseases not included in 
the list? What about diseases entirely unknown to- 
day, which might result as a combination of fluoride 
with other deleterious factors (food chemicals, polluted 
air) that forms part of our civilized life? é 

The commictee’s report concerned with the medi- 
eal questions is governed by mechanistic tiinking, 
which, as every conscientious physician knows touches 
only the surface of the processes of life. lt was a true 
statement; There 1s no evyiderce that cervain speeiti- 
cally named diseases are caused by fluoride in moder- 
ate concentrations, ULnioreunarely, Lined 15 &--0 uO 
evidence that they are not. In how many cases mignt 
the intended fluoridation of drinking water provide tue 
additional strain under which an otherw ise weakened 
organism succumbs? 

The shocking part of the committee's report, how- 
ever, is its treatment of the legal aspect. “asone of the 
recognized civil rights or liberties”, ,we read, ‘are ab- 
Solute and unqualified . . . restrictions and qualifi- 
cations upon the free exercise of any rigit are essen- 
tial for the purpose of protecting vital community in- 
terests and... the civil rights themselves. Under our 
system of Government these rights are not placed be- 
yond the control of the Legislature, which can from 
time to time modify or alter them. Thus the comittee. 

The meaning of these horrid sentences should be 
fully appreciated. The citizen, a mere property of the 
State, faces an unqualified and unrestricted power 
which ‘from time to time’ may dispose of his rights as 
it sees fit- 

A Government founded on the principle of beneyo- 
lence, where citizens are forced to behave passively, is 
the greatest conceivable desotism. Subjects are here 
treated as minors like children by their father, and 
paternal Government decides how they shall be happy 
and whether they shall be so, on the assumption that 
they are unable to distinguish what is wholesome for 


very quickly on the heels of Mayor Phillips’ avowed 
intention of taking issue with the tax. . . .A maneuver 
which may very well put a damper on effective opposition 
to the sales tax at the municipal level. 

However, the sales tax has yet to come into force and 
only after it has will the bitter opposition which it de- 
serves become fully apparent. There isn’t the slightest 
doubt but that it will be a “tax of confusion” since all 
articles of sale at the retail level are not subject to it. This 
will tend to make retailer-customer relations strained at 
times and could result in lost patronage. The tax itself is 
discriminatory because it isn’t all-inclusive and will there- 
fore work a hardship on certain lines of trade. 

While those who support the tax will tell you glibly 
that a “scale will be worked out” to go by where the tax 
comes out unevenly, as in the case of a 50-cent purchase of 
a taxable item, how can any such scale be fair? The tax 
on a 50-cent item would be 1% cents. . . Any scale which 
altered this fact one way of the other would be cheating 
either the retailer or the customer. 


This tax may go down in history as Ontario’s “dis- , 


cimination tax’. 


BUT CONDITIONS ARE NOT GOOD 

We have read with considerable interest a criticism 
of the press Canada is currently receiving in some quarters 
of Bngland. The article, by an overseas correspondent 
for The Globe and Mail, charges that some English news- 
papers are making the worst of conditions in Canada at 
the present moment by playing up the blackest side of its 
economy. The criticism is really more a defence of life in 
Canada than anything else and it is careful not to acknow- 
ledge the true state of affairs in this country today - a full- 
blown depression with hundreds of thousands of unem- 
ployed persons. 

The author of the overseas report seems to be pri- 
marily concerned with two things: (1) the effect of 
depression reports from Canada on prospective British 
industry and (2) the fact that people will be reluctant to 
come to Canada when conditions are improved. He also 
makes a plea for a balanced report of economic conditions 
in Canada rather than just the depression type of news 
which has been given big play in segments of the British 
press. 

Quite frankly, it is impossible to see what good could 
come of playing down the hard facts of life in Canada at 
this moment, It would be entirely unfair (and certainly 
no responsible British industry would ever swallow a 
sugar-coated pill without knowing what was in it) to try 
to lead Britain's industrialists to believe that everything 
was rosy in Canada, The same thing holds for people who 
might be entertaining thoughts of emigrating to Canada - 
What a cruel thing to let additional people come to a 
nation which cannot find employment for its own! It isn’t 
necessary to go outside our own district to find ample 
evidence that further immigration is the last thing we 
need at this moment - A thousand people registered for 
unemployment benefits in this small section of Ontario 
can hardly be interpreted as a sign of prosperity. 

Conditions are not good in Canada at the moment - 
there is no point in trying to garnish the hard facts of the 
Canadian economy with applesauce. 


them or bad: The Welfare State is the graveyard of 
freedom: As usual, the defenders of freedom are ridi- 
culed as suffering from “hysteria” or being “those on 
the lunatic fringe’ — remarks which would appear to 
indicate the comfortable feeling of wielding power or 
of having guardians; hardly, however, any wealth of 
good reasons for one’s cause. 

If certain services fall, as public utilities under 
municipal administration, it would be a violation of the 
citizens’ rights indeed, if these services were not ren- 
dered in a form fit for human consumption. Since 
some communities take their drinking water from the 
same natural reservoirs into which they direct their 


‘unprocessed waste, it becomes an Inevitable duty of 


the authorities in charge to chlorinate the water, as 
they cannot be thought as being permitted to make us 
sick. 

From here to the step of using drinking water as 
the yehicle of sneaking chemicals, for ulterior purposes 
into the houses and eventually the stomachs of citi- 
zens, leads no rational link. 

Real estate agents may well anticipate a boom in 
suburban well water propreties, and mortgage mana- 
gers may have to revise a page in their rule book if 
fluoridation spreads. There may be maps in future of 
“pure” and “impure” communities, and some nice 
migrations may take place. But we can also visualize 
the policeman at an elderly couple’s door, serving a 
writ ordering the installation of a fluoridation device 
in their well, The officer hands over the paper to the 
confounded owners with a mien that is half sym- 
pathetic understanding, half projection of the power 
behind him—you better obey, or else, Whatever you 
do, you probably can’t win. 


“PADRE OF THE PUBS” 

A recent issue of the United Church Observer con- 
tains an article which concerns a minister who resigned 
from his pastorate to undertake regular visits to bar- 
rooms and taverns in Toronto, He has been well received 
by barmen, waiters and patrons, and has met and convers- 
ed with plenty of people who discussed with him their 
troubles. ; 

Asked how he came to take up his tayern ministry, 
the 60-year-old minister, Rey. A. Packman, replied, “I was 
concerned about the great guilt between the Church and 
the people, because of the forces at work within and out- 
side man.” 

During his visits to six or seven taverns nightly, Mr. 
Packman, or “padre of the pubs” as he is sometimes 
called, converses with people who call him to their tables. 
He wears his clerical collar, but does not approach anyone 
without an inyitation unless it is to leave his personal 
card containing the words: “I would like to chat with you 
and help you if needed.... . I have dedicated myself to 
this purpose,” and also a telephone number through 
which he could be reached. 

The “padre”, according to the article, has been able 
to counsel alarge number of, people who said they 
“belonged” to his denomination, and also many lonely 
and troubled folk who (as Salvation Army workers well 
know) are to be found in the taverns and beverage-rooms 
in these disturbed times. “Iam concerned with why 
people, says Mr. Packman, “and why they drink to excess, 
The cause of much of it is loneliness and inner conflict.” 
He is hoping that this concern will be shared by others in 
the Church.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Wiil’ 
you please explain what is 
meant by thyroid heart? M. C.

Answer: A sick thyroid) 
may affect the heart in two 
ways. If the patient has over- 
active thyroid, the excess hor- 
mone causes changes in the) 
heart which bring on these 
symptoms; rapid heart action) 
which is continuous whether 
the patient is awake or asleep, 
exercising or lying down.

One of 
the suggestions being advanced to mark Victoria County's 
upcoming centennial celebration is that the county's male 
population let their whiskers down. Not an original idea, 
it does have merit in these hard times - A gent would have 
a legitimate excuse for not buying razor blades and he 
might even come to admire himself so much he wouldn't 
part company with the fur face for anything after the 
show’s over, Could we have a show of hands? No, sorry 
lady, men only! 


Another note of interest appears on the horizon of 
things to come to Lindsay . .. An estimated 200 Presby- 
terians are going to be here for four days in April attend- 
ing the Synodical meeting at St. Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church, Premier Frost is among the notables the Synod 
hopes to have present for one of its sessions. 


The Ontario Medical Association has focussed attention 
on a problem which has frequently been mentioned by 
Lindsay ambulance operator Bruce McArthur - The fact 
that ambulance operators find themselves on the short 
end of the stick when it comes to getting paid for their 
vital services in times of emergency. Mr. McArthur has 
often cited the fact that he is in a losing business because 
many ambulance calls are never paid for. This is borne 
out in the OMA report to Ontario government officials 
wherein it states, quote: “On an average, operators get 
paid for only 10 per cent of the work they do.” Speaking 
to the report, Dr. L. A. Caldwell of Cornwall said that 
“ambulance services for accident victims are in a deplor- 
able state - but no criticism was implied of ambulance 
operators, who are generally dedicated men otherwise 
they would not still be in this rugged, thankless work.” 
He was speaking to an OMA plea that a 50-cent levy on 
driving licenses be made to pay for adequate ambulance 
service for highway traffic casualties. Major-General F. 
F. Worthington stressed the need for adequate ambulance 
services by citing the fact that Canada had only 54,000 
wounded in six years of war but has 86,000 traffic deaths 
and injuries annually, yet the rural ambulance system 
for highway victims can be compared to the Crimean War 
era. Among the conclusions drawn by the OMA was this 
observation: “Ambulance services are becoming fewer 
and will continue to deteriorate because operators are 
losing money.” Other conclusions: “Less haste in remov- 
ing traffic victims and more attention to first aid treat- 
ment is indicated; Ambulances should not be exempt from 
speed limits. A speeding ambulance with a wailing siren 
is simply an example of spectacular stupidity. Such 
Speeding invites another accident and may add injury to 
injury if the ambulance is carrying a casualty.” In his 
summation, Dr. Caldwell declared: “It is completely 
unrealistic to expect comprehensive highway ambulance 
Services without provincial regulations and medical super- 
vision. The activities of local municipalities in providing 
such services vary from complete disinterest to the occa- 
sional inadequate subsidy,” From this it can be seen that 
Lindsay has been fortunate in having an efficient ambu- 
lance service but this OMA brief also further points up 
that the chances of it being a profitable venture from the 
standpoint of the operator are remote. . . And who can 
afford to work for nothing, let alone maintain expensive 
equipment?

AIRING FAMILY TROUBLES 

A contemporary has suggeste: 
proceedings should be open to t 
senior members of families in trouble should be ex- 
posed to the public eye for their unacceptable he- 
payiour. With this we are in complete disagreement. 

We do not believe the names of families in trouble 
are public business. Furthermore the Family Gonrg 
was established not so much to prosecute people in- 
volved in family difficulties as to try and steer them 
toward a more satisfactory life. This being the case, 
jt is apparent that a minimum of personal publicity is 
desirable if this goal is to be achieved. 

A plea to have the names of senior members of 
families in trouble publicized overlooks the fact that 
such publicity would probably do every member of the 
family irreparable harm. You cannot isolate the 
damaging effects of adverse news about any individual. 

We do, however, feel that the press should be 
free to enter any court of law at any time and observe 
the proceedings on the understanding that it adheres 
to the wishes of the court insofar as publicizing the 
principals involved in a court action. Some good might 
be served -by reporting the nature and outcome of 
these cases without naming the people affected. Such 
publicity might have a steadying effect on persons 
heading for family trouble and would also serve to let 
the general public know how these courts function,

MARCH 29, 1936 

The Canadian National Railway experienced its 
first serious floods on the Lindsay-Toronto branch last 
night when flood water frem the highlands around 
Goodwood filled the ditches and submerged the tracks: 
Two passenger trains were standing for hours at 
either end of the flooded area; the train to Toronto 
was held up for two hours. The tracks in Good- 
wood vicinity were completely under water, some 
places two feet deep and the crews all from Toronto 
were ordered to stand by until the tracks are ballasted 
and repaired. Auxiliary crews went forth from Lind- 
say, the engine trailing a long load of cinders which 
were used as a ballast.

NATIONAL WILD LIFE WEEK 

National Wild Life Week is much different than 
just another special week to promote the sale of some 
unmoveable dusty merchandise. National Wild Life 
Week is a week proclaimed by a special act of Parlia- 
ment in Ottawa on April 18, 1947. In fact it was the 
first Bill since Confederation to ever be passed unani- 
mously by all the Members of the House of Commons 
and Members of the Canadian Senate. 

The Bill has a twofold objective: One to awaken 
the public interest to the need of Conservation es- 
pecially among the school children and the yalue of 
our bird life and other natural resources. The other 
objective was to create a living memorial to the late 
Jack Miner, Canadian Naturalist, whose conservation 
efforts won him world wide fame and recognition. 
The week chosen was the week of April 10 which was 
Jack Miner's birthday and was such an appropriate 
time of the year because the Birds are returning to 
Canada to nest and raise their young and all nature 
is bursting forth with its beauty. 

It is much different than other special days or 
weeks because nothing is allowed to be sold, and no 
solicitation for funds — strictly an educational week. 

When Jack Miner died Senator T- A. Crerar who at 
that time was Minister of The Canadian Wild Life 
Service said, “I doubt if there is any field of work 
in Canada anyone who has contributed more and has 
rendered Canada a greater service than Jack Miner.” 

In London, England, Sir Herbert Brent Grotian, 
Bart, D.L,, K.C., in paying tribute to Jack Miner said, 
“Tf you wish to see Jack Miner’s monument or memori- 
al Jook around you.” 

The late Mr. J. Smart, Supt. of Canadian National 
Parks said, “Jack Miner was indeed possibly the 
father of Conservation in this country.” 

Dr. Harrison F, Lewis, former Chief of the Cana- 
dian Wild Life Service, in April 1949 said, “The most 
famous name in the annals of Canadian Wild Life 
Conservation is that of the late Jack Miner, Jack 
Miner enjoyed wild creatures, he thought and acted 
to meet their needs and he made outstanding use of 
his exceptional gifts to enlist several millions of people 
as supporters of Wild Life Conservation. Much of the 
present day recognition of the value of wild life pres- 
ervation stems from the work of Jack Miner.” 

This is a week when all school teachers can talk 
Conservation in their class rooms; when all preachers 
on Sunday, April 16th, can preach on God's great out- 
doors and when the public as a whole can turn their 
thoughts towards our Natural resources:

on their sides with the buds 
pointing upwards. Cover 
them with about 2 inches of 
soil.. Be sure to give them 
plenty of moisture and a warm 
location. When growth starts, 
the boxes may be moved out- 
side, provided protection 
from night frost is afforded by 
polyethylene bags or glass. 
It’s not safe to go ahead with 
garden planting until frost 
danger is past. 

Horticulturists with the 
Department of Agriculture 
suggest spacing the large-flow- 
ered varieties about 3 feet 
apart. Smaller types will do 
well with 2 foot spacing, Place 
the plants about 6 inches deep, 
but cover the shoot with only 
8 inches of soil. As growth 
progresses, keep filling in the 
hole until ground level is 
reached. Press the soil down 
fairly firmly. 

Dahlias need well-drained 
soil and plenty of water. Be- 
ware of high nitrogen fertili- 
zers; they encourage leaty 
growth and the flowers often 
do poorly as a result.

For the scissors she holds can be, in hands as young 
as hers, as deadly as a loaded pistol. 

‘And accidents such as the one this child is courting are all 
the more tragic because they need never have happened. In the 


majority of cases, simple safety 
measures on the part of adults 
could prevent the thousands of 
accidents that yearly bring 
tragedy to homes around the 
world.

$50,000 reserve capital fund

THE WARDEN’S RECOMMENDATION 

Warden C, 0. Hodgson has returned from a course of 
instruction at the Arnprior Civil Defense College con- 
vinced that Victoria County should participate in the 
Bmergency Measures Organization. _ It is now reported 
to be one of the only eight counties in the province with- 
out an active civil defense unit. 

The fact that Victoria County now has no such or- 
ganization (and when it did have one there was no vigor- 
ous interest in it), has always seemed undesirably lax in 
view of the constant threat of nuclear war. 

Tt was established some time ago that the Lindsay 
area would become a sort of retreat centre for people out 
of the Metropolitan Toronto region if such a war were to 
preak out, Toronto of course, being classed as @ primary 
target. In view of this, it follows that the town and 
country should have some idea of what it would be con- 
fronted with and how to cope with it effectively in the 
event of a real emergency. 

Unfortunately, the people of Canada, even in centres 
like Toronto which might be hardest hit in a nuclear age 
war do not seem too interested in civil defense. As a 
matter of fact, tests of warning systems have been largely 
a failure because the public just didn’t go along with them 
and when that happens, civil defense efforts bog down 
completely. The reason for this attitude is obscure but it 
would appear that people may think it unlikely a nuclear 
war will come and take the position that if it does, there 
isn’t much they can do about it anyway. On the other 
hand, they may be something like the proverbial ostrich - 
mentally burying their heads in the sand because the 
prospect is too horrible to contemplate. Whatever the 
case, total unpreparedness could be totally disastrous. 

In this county's case, it would do no harm to look at 
the worst that could happen, prepare for if, and then if 
nothing happens, so much the better. Serious consider- 
ation should be given to the warden’s recommendation in 
the light of what he has seen and heard at the Civil De- 
fense College. If the county fails to provide the necessary 
leadership it stands to be severely criticized in the event 
of a sudden emergency. If it provides leadership and the 
public fails to respond, at least the conscience of its 
leaders is clear. 


PEOPLE ARE ASKING ..«> 

People are asking what has become of The Lind- 
say Ratepayers’ Association which was founded during 
the re-assessment squabble last fall and promised to 
get off to a good start. 

The association was organized after years and 
years of talk about it. . . Several previous attempts 
to form one fell on barren ground and it took the dis- 
satisfaction caused by re-assessment of property in 
Lindsay to proyide the necessary stimulus for rate- 
payers to band together. For a time enthusiasm ran 
high and there were fairly frequent meetings but sud- 
denly the thing seemed to fall apart at the seams. 

Those who take an interest in such matters believe 
one of two things may account for the inactivity of the 
association at this time: (1) the town may be so over- 
organized that it is impossible to keep body and soul 
of another organization together; or (2) the member- 
ship was primarily concerned with fighting assessment 
and not with the overall needs of the town, a situation 
which would hardly be conducive to the success of the 
association. 

There may be other reasons for the association’s 
inactivity but the fact remains that The Lindsay Rate- 
payers’ Association still exists and some public 
declaration of intent is indicated. If it is not to be al- 
lowed to fall by the wayside, an effort should be made 
to keep it alive and fimctioning. 

A ratepayers’ association has a useful place in 
a community and it should be taking a vital interest 
right now in the proposed shopping centre which is 
meeting with a mixed reception here and currently 
snagged on a decision awaited from council. 


A NEW LOCK FOR FENELON FALLS 

While regretting the possible dislocation of business 
as a result of the federal government's announced plan to 
build a liftlock at Fenelon Falls, it will be generally con- 
ceeded that improved lockage in this busy tourist centre 
is long overdue. 

The present manually operated lock system has out- 
lived its usefulness by many years. The obsolesence of 
the system has become increasingly apparent with the 
growth of water and highway travel. Recent years have 
seen the Trent Canal system become the pleasure route 
of hundreds of boaters each summer and there is every in- 
dication that the canal traffic will continue to increase.. 
Highway travel through Fenelon Falls has been affected 
to a great extent by the growth in water traffic which fre- 
quently necessitates the opening of the swing bridge over 
the existing locking system. In addition, the location 
of the present swing bridge itself creates an undesirable 
bottleneck. 

Replacement of this locking system has been advocat- 
ed by “The Post’ for some time and it is with considerable 
satisfaction that we note the action of the government in 
this respect. We feel confident that once the changeover 
is completed and affected businesses re-located, there will 
be general satisfaction with the introduction of a modern 
liftlock to'serve this important link in the Trent-Kawartha 
waterways. 


WE HAVE MENTIONED THIS BEFORE BUT.... 

A small, information packed pamphlet received from 
the Ontario Dept. of Transport again outlines how the 
Point System works and includes a “Point Demerit Scale”. 
Under the demerit scale the following violation appears: 
“unnecessary slow driving’. For this offense a driver 1s 
apt to lose two of a possible 12 points. 

We believe this violation should be explained in more 
detail..... What is “unnecessary slow driving” and who is 
to determine this? 

We are further of the opinion that this -violation 
conflicts with prominent advertisements displayed along 
the highways of Ontario which admonish drivers to ‘slow 
down and live.”

THE NEW PARTY 

A meeting held here last week for the purpose of 
introducing the idea of “study groups” in connection 
with the New Party attracted considerable interest but 
one of the significant features of the meeting was that it 
was representative of labour, farm and professional 
groups. 

The party is unique in that it has yet to to be officially 
named or adopt a platform. At the moment these are 
tasks for the various study groups (there are about 100 
across Canada) to assist in. As a matter of fact, their 
primary purpose is to study a tentative programme for 
the party, help formulate party policy and arrive at an 
acceptable name for the political movement. 

Birth of the New Party need not come (and probably 
didn’t) as a surprise to the old line parties, It is a product 
of dissatisfaction with the way things are going in this 
country at the present time. . . . -extensive unemploy- 
ment, high living costs, privation in the midst of plenty, 
and so forth. How successful it will be in its bid for 
public support will depend in large measure on how suc- 
cessful the old line parties are in their efforts to cope 
with national problems between now and the time the New 
Party is fully operational. The challenge of a new and 
vigorous party with effective leadership and realistic ideas 
for improving the lot of Canadians is a good thing and 
may well serve to get Canada out of the rut of lethargy 
which seems to develop under the two party system with 
one or the other party holding a predominately whip hand 
by virtue of sheer weight of numbers. 

In politics as in every day living there is a great need 
for healthy competition to bring out the best thoughts for 
improving the lot of the nation. 


WHAT'S IN STORE FOR THE STORES 

As there is some evidence of a slowing down both 
in the rate of increase in population and in population 
movements, the further extension of food marketing 
facilities for the next year or so seems likely to follow 
a similar trend. Indeed there is already indications 
that this is so. It seems more than likely that the 
breathing spell thus offered will be used to consolidate 
markets gained, to try out new methods, and to ex- 
periment with new ideas such as a more flexible ap- 
proach to the particular needs and problems of 
particular areas. 

One of the food retailers’ biggest problems, the 
pbottle-neck at the check-out desk, seems likely in the 
not too distant future to be solved by automation, 
which has hitherto done relatively little for the distri- 
butive trades as compared with industry. Pilot auto- 
matic check-out machines are claimed by their de- 
yelopers to tabulate almost instantly the cost of a 
group of articles and to present the shopper with an 
itemized bill. Blectronic order-picking machines are 
probably further in the future, but are already in use 
in other fields. 2 

Those who are most knowledgeable in these 
matters tell us that the “convenience foods” are only 


in their infancy and that the future holds exciting new *Y 


developments in the way of prepared meals. If, as has 
been estimated, the housewife now spends four fewer 
hours a day preparing meals than her mother did, we 
may expect a further reduction in the time she spends 
in the kitchen. With the choice of available goods 
widening almost beyond imagination, she may well 
spend a part of the time thus saved from the kitchen 
in doing her marketing. —Commercial Letter. 


MORE TECHNICAL AND VOCATIONAL TRAINING 
COMING 

With new federal-provincial agreements being 
drafted under the new Technical and Vocational Training 
Assistance Act, there is evidence of new hope and new 
action in the field of vocational training for persons in 
most occupations and trades, 

Hon. Michael Starr, Minister of Labour has pointed 
out the objectives of the Act as follows: 

1, Provision is made for a Federal contribution of 7% 
of Provincial Government capital expenditures for Tech- 
nical ‘and Vocational Training facilities up until March 31 
1963, and 50% thereafter without the limit of a quota al. 
lotment. 

2, Provision is made for contributing 75% of the costs 
of training unemployed when a minimum 
training days is given in each fiscal year. 

3. The Federal government will contribute 50% of the 
costs of training all other persons who have left the 
regular secondary schools without the limit of a quota 
allotment. (This includes training of the disabled 
supervisors and other workers in industry and trade Anil 
occupational training for all kinds whether in manufac- 
turing agriculture, fishing, factory or any other primary 
or secondary industry), 

4. The Act provides for the contribution of 50% of 
the costs of training technical and vocational teachers 
supervisors and administrators who are so essential to the 
developing programs. 

5. For the operational costs of the programs at second- 
ary school level, a quota allotment is again provided in 
much the same manner as under the Vocational and Tech- 
nical Training Agreement No, 2. 

6. Student aid will be continued in the same manner as 
was provided in the previous agreement. 

7, Both the preparation and servicing of vocational 
correspondence courses will be a shareable cost, under 
any of the programs. 

The Vocational Training Advisory Council is to be 
continued with two additional members. In addition, 
provision is made for the continued development of stand- 
ards and research.” 

Public attention is being directed to the problem 
that faces Canada in the field of Vocational Training 
through the observance of “Commonwealth Technical 
Training Week” from May 29th to June 4, 1961.

onions or limburger cheese at 
the same meal. 

For variety in texture, in- 
clude some hard and some soft 
foods in a meal, so that the a- 
mount of chewing required will 
be varied. « A meal consisting 
of a raw vegetable salad plate 
with fresh fruit for dessert 
might require too much chew- 
ing for example. 

Colours of foods should be 
harmonious, not monotonous 
as creamed whitefish, mashed 
potatoes and cauliflower would 
be.

GARDEN WORK 
BEGINS IN MARCH 

March is the ideal time to 
get preliminary garden work 
under way, according to Ont- 
ario Department of Agriculture 
horticulturists. Tender shoots 
of spring bulbs may be dam- 
aged if protective covering is 
removed while still frozen, 
however. Leaves and straw 
which are soft may be remoy- 
ed now, leaving heavier, frozen 
materials till later. 

Freshly pruned wood of 
rose bushes can be set back 
severely by late frost, so delay 
pruning them till there is like- 
ly to be fine weather. 

This is an excellent time to 
trim overgrown privet or bar- 
berry, though. Their wounds 
heal quickly and there is no 
problem of where to cut, with 
no foliage to obscure the view.

Chronic anxiety is like this} 
sudden fear drawn out over| 
a long period of time. | 
Fortunately, the person who; 
is suddenly scared usually | 
knows the cause of his fright: 
a snake ready to strike, aj 
lion, a gun pointed at him dur- 
ing a holdup, a car stalled on 
the railroad tracks and a 
train bearing down. In such) 
instances, he can do some-| 
thing about it — kill the snake, 
run from the lion, surrender) 
his money to the burglar or} 
jump out of the stalled car. 

But how about chronic an- 
xiety? The fear is there, but 
most often it is a vague, con- 
tinuing sense of anxiety for 
which there isn’t any apparent 
cause. Consequently, it 1s | 
stubborn condition to treat. 
The doctor and his patient 
have one challenge after an- 
other in discovering the cause 
of this fear. But find it they 
must, if the patient hopes to 
improve.

Will overcome 
rural rate 
objections 


At a special meeting Thurs- 
day night, the Lindsay Hydro 
Electric System took measures 
to solve complaints of newly- 
annexed residents who are 
still paying rural hydro rates. 
The commission voted to buy 
the present Ontario Hydro fac- 
ilities within the annexed area 
at a net cost of $44,158.76. 
This includes over six and a 
half miles of rural district 
line. 

At the time the facilities 
were installed, they cost the 
Ontario Hydro $50,978 plus an 
addition $565.76, for a total 
of $51,543.76, Hydro manager 
J. Lightbody says that the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission is 
being granted $7,385 off the 
price for depreciation. 

At the present time, resi- 
dents in the annexed area are 
still paying roughly one-third 
more for hydro than the rest 
of the town and there have 
been several complaints. 

The Hydro Commission felt 
that buying Ontario Hydro’s 
lines would be the fastest and 
most practical way to get all 
town residents on the local 
hydro system. 

Mr. Lightbody said the pro- 
ject may cost even more than 
the price of the services. They 
must still be integrated with 
the town’s own hydro set-up. 
However, the Commission is 
hoping to have all residents 
within the town’s enlarged 
boundaries on town rates start- 
ing April 1st. 

Mayor Holtom told “The 
Post” that the Hydro Commis- 
sion’s move would have no ef- 
fect on the town’s mill rate. 
He said that if debentures are 
issued, town council will move 
to issue them, but the pay- 
ments would be made by the 
Hydro Commission. He said 
that the move will mean a 
considerable saving in the cost 
of hydro for residents in the 
newly annexed area.

Defense College stresses 


Warden Charles Hodgson of 
Victoria County, just back from 
a civil defence course at the 
Civil Defence College in Arn- 
prior has expressed a desire to 
see an Emergency Measures 
Organization set up in this 
county. 

After spending several days 
at the college, along with 70 
other mayors, reeves and ward- 
ens, Warden Hodgson says that 
the present government policy 
concerning EMO, or civil de- 
fence, is sound and practical. 

He felt that under the cur- 
rent Financial Assistance Pro- 
gram, through which the fed- 
eral government pays 75 per 
cent of the cost, and the prov- 
ince pays 15 per cent, the coun- 
ty could well afford to hire a 
civil defence co-ordinator and 
establish an active program. 
Based on a levy of 25 cents per 
person, with the counties of 
Victoria and Haliburton enter- 
ing a joint program, it would 
only cost Victoria County 
$699.62. 

The March session of coun- 
ty council saw a thorough dis- 
cussion of the matter, butit was 
left over until the next session
